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NEW CONCEPTS, FRONTIERS 
In 1893, historian Fred erick Jack son 
Tu rner annou nced , to the shock of many , 
that there was no more frontier in the 
United States. An ep ic that had begu n two 
and three-q u arter centu ries before on the 
Atlantic seaboard was end ed . 
There was mu ch filling in to d o, of cou rse. 
In terms of free land , the frontier lasted 
u ntil abou t 1930, when the last claim (in 
the continental United States) was filed u n­ 
d er the Homestead Act. Fu lly 7 0 p er cent 
of homestead land was giv en away in the 
20th centu ry . 
Neither 1893 nor 1930 nor any other y ear 
can be p ick ed as the y ear the New World 
frontier closed , of cou rse. There are home­ 
stead ers in Alask a tod ay . Brazil is look ing 
for settlers to op en her v ast interior. 
Bu t for the world as a whole, the Fron­ 
tier—that is, the situ ation in which there 
was more land than p eop le—is now’ history . 
News Front magazine calls ou r time “the 
end of a 4 00-v ear frontier” and wond ers if 
another frontier of a d ifferent ty p e bu t of 
eq u al magnitu d e can be fou nd to tak e its 
p lace. 
For withou t a frontier, withou t an area 
of economic op p ortu nity , the fu tu re of 
western d emocracy is imp eriled . 
The great p eriod s of d emocracy in the 
world ’s history hav e been p eriod s of geo­ 
grap hical ex p ansion: Greek , early Roman, 
Eu rop ean and American. Ou t of these 
“boom” p eriod s came the id eals of d emoc­ 
racy we p rize today and the men who ad ­ 
v anced them: Solon, Pericles, Lock e, Jeffer­ 
son. 
The magic of the frontier is that it break s 
op en the old closed societies, letting in the 
fresh air of change and p rov id ing men with 
new op p ortu nities and new freed om in new 
land s. 
In the p ast, howev er, the end ing of their 
frontiers brou ght d ecand ence and ty ranny 
to Greece and Rome. Tod ay , there are no 
longer great, emp ty , bu t p otentially rich 
areas to absorb the world ’s u ncontrolled ly 
growing p op u lation. 
The q u estion facing the West, say s News 
Front, is whether d emocratic institu tions, 
born d u ring u niq u e boom p eriod s, can su r­ 
v iv e the closing of these frontiers. 
For ex amp le, in Asia and the Mid d le 
East, military ju ntas ru le in 10 of 19 na­ 
tions. In Africa. 19 nations are one-p arty 
states and op p osition grou p s are weak in 
many others. 
Bu t while there is no more land , there is 
room for hop e: The old crowd ed nations of 
Eu rop e—and the new’, crowd ed nation of 
the United States—hav e been booming 
more or less stead ily since the end of World 
War II. an amazingly long time. 
It is science and technd ogy , not v irgin 
land ; it is international co-op eration, not na-

IT W A S A V E R Y G O O D C O N G R E S S 


I know it is unpopular in “ sophisticated” cir­ 
cles to say so. but I think the Eighty -eighth Con­ 
gress made an excellent record in 19 63. It de­ 
serv es commendation 
instead of the brickbats 
being hurled at it from many directions. 
What the Congress did was to respect its own 
primary function, which is to legislate only when 
it is conv inced, as the representativ e of the |>oo- 
ple, that proposed laws are both necessary and 
popular. It is only in this century that “ liberals ” 
conv erted to the theory of the executiv e as 
pleb­ 
iscitary ” leader, hav e sought to turn the historic 
relationship between the executiv e and legisla­ 
tiv e branches topsy -turv y . Led by theoreticians 
like Professor J ames MacGregor Burns of » *ij* 
liams College, the "liberals" now argue that it is 
the business of the President to initiate legisla­ 
tion while it is the function of the Congress to 
accept or reject the W hite House proposals. By 
this inv ersion the v eto power passes from the 
White House to Congress, w hile the President be­ 
comes the representativ e of the will of the peo- 
ple. 
. 
. , . 
The President has, of course, a perfect right 
to request legislation and to make his own apt>oal 
to the country . But this docs not mean that it 
is the mark of wisdom to throw forty or fifty 
controv ersial bills into the legislativ e arena and 
expect there will be “ instant 
action on them. 
A President who gets two or three important bills 
past Congress in a y ear in which the people are 
prosperous and not clamorous for change is doing 
v ery well indeed. 
What the Eighty -eighth Congress did in its 
19 63 session was to put first things first. It was 
freed with a demand that it simultaneously cut 
taxes and approv e increased expenditures for a 
host of things, including some v ery questionable 
foreign aid. The need for an “ instant 
tax cut 
was not apparent to legislators who were being 
told that the Gross National Product was about 
to cross the $600 billion line; indeed, most of the 
legislators had grown up in the Key nesian eia. 
in which it was plausibly argued that the most 
propitious time to collect taxes and retire debt 
was during the upswing of a boom. I nder^ the 
“ Swedish budget” concept, once fav ored by 
lib­ 
erals.” unbalanced budgets belong to Depression 
periods. 
Wisely , the legislators decided to postpone the 
tax cut until it was more clearly needed. Then 
they turned their attention to foreign aid, cutting 
the appropriation of new funds to an AID < Agency 
for International Dev elopment) that had $700 mil­ 
lions of unexpected money still clogging up some 
most inefficient pipelines. By their judicious com­ 
bination of action and inaction, the legislators 
forced President Ly ndon J ohnson to take a hint. 
The result was J ohnson’s order to his administra­ 
tors to cut their budgets and 
staffs to essentials. 
The next federal budget will 
bo large enough in 
any ev ent, but if Congress hadn’t passed the word 
upward to the White House it would certainly 
hav e gone well past the $100 billion mark. 
The Eightv -eighth Congress in its 19 63 session 
gav e Ly ndon J ohnson a break when it v oted funds 
to support 
univ ersity 
building 
programs 
and 
granted him the power to say y es or no to wheat 
credits for the Sov iet Union. It gav e President 
Kennedy what he asked for by way of support 
for the test ban agreement. If it decided that time 
and much discussion and reflection are needed be­ 
fore v oting on the more div isiv e aspects of the 
civ il rights proposals, and if it failed to notice 
anv grass roots support for Medicare and financial 
aid to local school sy stems, it was behav ing with 
due responsibility to the v oters in the districts 
back home. 
In the 19 64 Congressional session President 
J ohnson will get his requested tax cut and some 
j 
sort of civ il rights legislation. If this is all he 
gets, he will still be able to preen himself on a 
most 
cooperativ e legislature. Congress 
has no 
manifest duty to giv e him a Medicare bill tied 
to Social Security (the deductions from workers’ j 
pay checks are huge enough already ). It has no 
manifest duty to fork out blanket federal money 
for aid to grammar schools and high schools when 
the towns and counties of America are able to 
take care of their own educational needs. 
In times past, when legislatures hav e abdi­ 
cated their functions to act or to prev ent action, 
we hav e had "democracies” such as the pleb­ 
iscitary Second Empire of “ Nanoleon the Little" 
in France. To make use of Professor J ames Mac­ 
Gregor Burn’s phrase, there was no “ deadlock of 
democracy ” there.

West Park, famous ret-ei.t of Bur­ 
roughs. 
Mrs. 
Kelley writes 
in 
part: ” 1 want to thank y ou for 
y our delightful article in the Free­ 
man, alx>ut Slabsides. That's the 
best newspaper article about Slab- 
sidos I’v e ev er seen.” The popu­ 
larity of this peaceful retreat does 
not diminish as the y ears go by , 
and books on Burroughs are still 
sought for by collectors. Mrs. Kel­ 
ley has written a fine book lately 
about her grandfather, which, I 
think would make a fine gift for 
the holiday season. 
Mrs. Kelley writes further on 
this Nov . 14, 19 63 letter: “ Today 
another J ohn Burroughs admirer 
slopped to see me. Though 
his 
home is in California, hio business 
takes him about the country and 
he is ev er browsing around in old 
bookstores looking for Burrough- 
siana. Last summer, in San Fran­ 
cisco, ho found a lxx)k in a secon- 
hand bookstore which had been 
autographed by my grandfather's 
biographer, Dr. Barrus, in which 
someone had placed fiv e photo­ 
graphs. My mother had written 
explanatory notes on the back of 
three of them. Two showed 
my 
sister with my grandfather 
in 
California in 19 20; one was

father standing beside my grand­ 
father and 
his first 
Ford car, 
Henry Ford gav e him—in 19 13, 
and the last one showed my grand­ 
father seated in the doorway of 
his hay barn study at Roxbury ."

“ These photographs turned up in 
San Francisco. By lucky chance 
the book with the pictures in it 
was discov ered by someone who 
knew me; so I was able to hav e 
copies made of the pictures for 
my self to keep, for I had none of 
these. About the hay barn study . 
This stood only a few hundred 
y ards from Woodstock I/)dgc and 
here he did his writing, “ A Barn- 
Door Outlook,” also “ A Hay barn 
Idy l,” and “ A Mid-Summer Idy l’’ 
all tell of observ ations he made 
from this location. The 
building 
stood until only a few y ears ago 
when one of our hurricanes sweep­

In 1893, historian Frederick Jackson 
Turner announced, to the shock Of m any, I laves and approve increased expenditures for a 
host of th ills. Including some very questionable 
that there was no more frontier in the 
United States. An epic that had beguin two 
and three-quarter centuries before on the 
Atlantic seaboard was ended. 
There was much filling in to do, of course. 
In terms of free land, the frontier lasted 
until about 1930, when the last claim (in 
the continental United States) was filed un­ 
der the Homestead Act. Fully 70 per cent 
of homestead land was given away in the 
20th century. 
Neither 1893 nor 1930 nor any other year 
can be picked as the year the New World 
frontier closed, of course. There are home­ 
steaders in Alaska today. Brazil Is looking 
for settlers to open her vast interior. 
But for the world as a whole, the Fron­ 
tier—that is, the situation in which there 
was more land than people—Is now history. 
News Front magazine calls our time “the 
end of a 400-vear frontier” and wonders if 
another frontier of a different type but of 
equal magnitude can be found to take its 
place. 
For without a frontier, without an area 
of economic opportunity, the future of 
western democracy is imperiled. 
The great periods of democracy In the 
world’s history have been periods of geo­ 
graphical expansion: Greek, early Roman, 
European and American. Out of these 
“ boom” periods came the ideals of democ­ 
racy we prize today and the men who ad­ 
vanced them: SoJon, Pericles, Locke, Jeffer­ 
son. 
Tile magic of the frontier is that it breaks 
open the old closed societies, letting in the 


foreign aid. The need for an 
instant

Projects for children during 
illness are discussed in the fol­ 
lowing article by Phyllis VV. Bar- 
low, county home demonstration 
agent: 
With so many colds airt other 
illnesses in circulation, a lot of 
unhappy children will t)e con­ 
fined to long days in bed. 
This, 
as all m others know, usually re­ 
sults in a restless child, partic­ 
ularly 
as 
he 
nears 
recovery. 
Mothers can be kept busy trying 
to entertain and amuse a conval­ 
escing child. 
There are many 
simple easy projects that a child 
can do when be is recovering. 
Some children get a sense of 
achievement in doing long-term 
projects. 
Select an activity that 
a p p a ls to the child and let him 
work at it every day. 
But don’t 
expect, too much of him. because 
when a child is feeling under par, 
his capabilities are under par, 
too. 
Encourage his efforts and 
respect his work, no m atter how 
crude it may seem to you. 
He 
will probably he interested in 
doing things he would ordinarily 
consider "baby stuff.” 
The simpler projects listed be­ 
low demand little adult attention 
and will give mother more free 
time. 
Cookie cutters to trace; color 
the pictures. 
Pipe 
cleaners, 
toothpicks, 
wooden 
spoons, 
marshmallows 
and gumdrops may be use! for 
making animal characters, snow­ 
men. etc. 
. Place something which moves 
—fish or the pet bird—where the 
child can watch It. 
Hang suet for the wild birds 
outside the window where the 
child can watch. 
A carrot top or sweet potato 
will grow in a little water.

chemical 
garden 
grows 
quickly — sometimes within IO 
or Id minutes. Use a dish that is 
I not too deep; place soft coal, 
pieces of brick, or stones wrap­ 
ped in aluminum foil in the dish. 
In another dish, mix 6 table­ 
spoons of bluing. 6 tablespoons 
water, 6 tablespoons salt and I 
tablespoon ammonia. Spoon this 
mixture over the coals, brick or 
aluminum wrapped stone. Do not 
cover completely with the liquid. 
A few drops of food coloring will 
add interest. Place the garden 
where it will not be hit or moved 
Get out the button box and 
let the patient sort buttons as 
to size, color, etc. String some on 
elastic thread for a bracelet.

A bulletin board kept near the 
bed can tx* amusing; both patient 
and parents can add pictures, 
notes, cards, etc.
